diginterred and reburied In the North
Platte cemetory,

There |8 just one thing that is hold-

ing back the good appearance of the
North Platte cemetery and that is the
failure of quite a number to order the
removal of the curbings about their
tots, Alréady, in less than a yvear
from the time the order was made by

the Board, more than hall of the
curbings have been removed. As
soon as the curbings are removed

from the lots: the sexton at the ceme-
tery fakes charge and full eare of the
lots, sows them to grass, waters the
same, and gives every lot all the nec-
ossary care and attention without any
expense to the owners. It is Impos-
¢ible for the Cemetery Board to go to
this expenmse where ourbings are in
place and these fots are not cared for.

The Cemetery Board has power of
law to compel the immediate removal
of all curbings but in order to avold
friction, the Board desires that the
lot ownera either remove their curb-
ingg or request the sexton at the ceme
tery to do go.
